Dorothy Ainsworth, Stepdaughter of the Late 


Rear Admiral Eaton, Is an Important Witness. 


, Representative Cappelle of Cincinnati after declaring that 


the immodesty of the attire worn by the women on the streets 
and in public places is the cause of "a ,^reat wave of immorali- 
ty now sweeping over the country," has introduced a bill in 
the Ohio legislature providing lor Ihe appointment by Ihe 
Governor of a commission of three members lo "prescribe tlie 
fashions lo be worn by Jhc women in that slate." 
Under the 


provisions of the bill Ihe proposed commission would be com- 
pelled to fix limits on decollete dresses so Ihal "not more than 
two inches of Ihe neck below,the chin shall be uncovered" 
Another clause'of 'the measure provides that '"transparent 
stockings shall not he displayed or worn in public places" 
Another provision stales Ihal "it shall be unlawful lo_ display 
or wear any outer garment trimmed or combined with hue, 
insertion, or any kind of embroidery, mesh or net through; 
which Ihe color'or lexlure of the skin may be distinguished 
without having the lace or oilier transparent material backed 
wilh opaque material." 
Members of the proposed commis- 


sion, according lo the bill, would have lo be between jo and 
SO years of age and of "good moral character." 
Not more 


than two of lliem would have lo lie married men. One of Ihe 
members'would be an ordained minister, one a parent of not 
less than three chiklremaiu.1 Ihe third a social settlement work- 
er. The commission would be authorized lo prescribe rules 
and regulations for Ihe designing and manufaclure of woman's 
clothing and lo-prohibit such'SJyles and patterns of garments 
as the commission, after hearing, shall.deem to be "detrimen- 
tal to virtue and chastity." The bill goes so far as lo prohibit 
department stores from"'displaying undraped arlilicial figures. 
The bill makes a violation of 'the act punishable by a line of 
not less than S2.S.
